There have been no major riots 
in Chicago for years and but few 
instances of mob disorder. 

Local officials of Daily News-

that the order forced them to edit 
films shown in every Chicago thea- 
ter. 

“Some of the scenes cut out were 
those of the rioting in Vienna,” 
said one news reel official. “They 
were among the best pictures of the 
year and were obtained at consider- 
able cost and with risk to human 
life.” 


FATE OF DR. DEAN 
IN JURY'S HANDS; 
VERDIGT DELAYED 


Judge Declares Members 
Don’t Want To Report 
and Have To Pay Hotel 
Bill for Night. 


GREENWOOD, Miss., March 2.— 
(P)—A circuit court jury tonight at 
8:50 o'clock received the murder case 
of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, 36-year-old 
woman physician whom the state 
charged killed Dr. John Preston Ken- 
nedy, her surgeon associate, last sum- 
mer by giving him a “farewell” drink 
of poison whisky. | 

The case was rested with the jury 
after ringing appeals for conviction 
on: the part of the prosecution and 
acquittal on the part of the defense 
as dramatic two-day arguments were 
wound up. 

The jurors carried bundles of Dr. 
Dean's love ietters in the jury room, 
as well as numerous photographs of 
both Dr. Kennedy and Captain Frank- 
lin Maull, whom Dr. Dean testified 
she intended to marry before her 
plans were upset by the murder 
charge. 

Dr. Dean said she would have a 
little “surprise” etatement to give out 
after the verdict is returned, no mat- 
ter which way it went.

The executive message and the im- 
mediate introduction by democratic 
leaders of legislation to give him the 
requested power brought the first ma- 
jor cleavage between the two par- 
ties since Mr. Roosevelt entered the 
White House and stirred predictions 
of a long struggle over the historic 


issue, 

“From the policy of reciprocal nego- 
tiation which is in prospect,” the 
president said in his message, “I hove 
in time that definite gains will re- 
sult to American agriculture and in- 
dustry.” 

The senate was not in session, but 
even before the bill was introduced 
in the house; where it must be con- 
sidered first, républican chieftains de- 
nounced it as an unprecedented dele- 
gation of power and predicted it 
would provoke such a lengthy debate 
as to make an early adjournment im- 
possible. 

Follows Platform. 

Democrats replied that the legisla- 
tion was in keeping with the party’s 
platform pledge and was necessary to 
cope with what other nations were 
doing. | 

Under the bill introduced, leaders 
said the agreements might be extended 
indefinitely if the parties desired. 
However, the agreements could be 
terminated at the end of three years, 
or earlier, upon due notice by the 
governments wishing to end them. 

The bill would repeal the republic- 
an formula, commonly known as the 
“flexible provision,” which gives the 
tariff commission power to recommend 
changes in the tariff of as much as 
50 per cent up or down and for the 
president to proclaim or veto such 
changes. 

This power, with the exact 50 per 
cent limitations, would be transferred 
to the president, but the latter could 
not, as under existing law govern- 
ing the tariff commission, transfer an 
article to or from the free list, 

Offers Essential. 

The president told congress if the

“If it is not in a position at a 
given moment rapidly to alter the 
terms on which it is willing to deal 
with other countries,” he said, “‘it 
cannot adequately protect its trade 
against discriminations and against 
bargains injurious to its interests, 
furthermore a promise to which’ prompt 
effect cannot be given is not an in- 
ducement which can pass current at 
par in commercial negotiations.” 

For this reason, he said, any small- 
er degree of authority in the hands 
of the executive would be ineffective.

Compulsory Ginning Curb 
Urged as Cotton Control 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(4)— 
The house agriculture committee to- 
day decided to report favorably the 


Bankhead compulsory cotton crop re- 
duction bill. 

Chairman Jones, democrat, Texas, 
announced that party lines split but. 
he declined to make public the roll 
call. The vote was 14 to 6. 

The bill compels the restriction of 
production to 10,000,000 bales annual- 
ly for two years with authority for 
the president to extend it for a third 
year by. proclamation. . os 

Quotas are to be allocated to states, 
counties, and farmers on the basis of 
previous production and all cotton pro- 
duced in excess of the quotas is sub- 
ject to a 50 per cent sales tax. 

To Aid Control. 

The measure, proposed by. Repre- 
sentative Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, and his brother, Senator Bank- 
head, is designed to aid the voluntary 
production reduction program under 
the agricultural adjustment act. It 
is designed especially to curtail pro-

STORY REPUDIATED 
BY OR. WYNEKOOP 
ON STAND IN TRIAL 


Woman Physician Breaks 
But Once as She Com- 
pletely Reverses Pre- 
vious Confession. 


CRIMINAL COURTS BUILDING, 
CHICAGO, March 2.—(#)—Self-pos- 
sessed except for one emotional col- 
lapse, Dr. Alice Lindsay Wynekoop 
today denied from the witness stand 
any knowledge Of the grewsome ‘“‘op- 
erating room murder.” 

“I neither shot nor chloroformed 
Rheta,” she testified. 

How her daughter-in-law, Rheta, 
met her death in Dr. Wynekoop’s sur- 
gery was as much of a mystery to 
her as to anyone, she insisted. 

Her one collapse came as she de- 
scribed how she found the girl’s body. 
Then her stoical resepve was swept 
away, her colorless lips trembled as 
the 63-year-old physician sought to 
speak, her ashen face was contorted 
and she gasped for breath. 

Death. 

Tears welled in her eyes and after 
a struggle, during which the crowd 
of spectators held its breath as one 
person, she said: 

_ “Her face was a peculiar color. It 
indicated—death.” 

So ill since the death of Rheta that 
her first trial had been called off be- 
fore she testified, she had kept up her 
determination to see the case through. 
Even today, she had to be carried to 
the witness box in a chair while the 
jury was excluded at request of the 
prosecution. , 

‘The trial adjourned at 4:20 p. m. 
with the Mefendant still giving her ver- 
sion of Rheta’s death. Cross-@xamiiia- 
tion of the defendant will be resumed 
at tomorrow's court session. 

The courtroom was jammed when 
Dr. Wynekoop took the stand. Dur- 
ing her testimony the heat became 


oppressive and the stuffiness of the. 


room increased. Judge Harry B. Mill- 
er finally ordered the center aisle, 
which had been filled with standing 
spectators, cleared and more windows 
opened. One woman fainted outside 
the courtroom, where additional hun- 
dreds battled for admission. 

A half dozen times the defendant 
declared that the “confession” was 
the brainchild of oplice interrogators. 

She resisted making the statement, 
she said, telling the authorities: 
Se ean’t do it because I didn’t do 
it. 

Didn’t Need Operation. 

The asistant state’s attorney asked 
her, she said, “couldn’t you say you 
gave Rheta an anaesthetic to perform 
a minor operation?” 

She told him Rheta “didn’t need 
an operation, and I] never gave an 
anaesthetic alone in my life.” 

“They told me,” she said, “that the 
worst I’d be guilty of, if I made the 
statement they suggested, was an in- 
discretion—bad judgment.” 

In the main, Dr.. Alice was self- 
controlled. Dresed ent?rely in black. 
her caracul coat draped over the back 
of the chair, she spoke in a low but 
even voice. Jurors farthest from the 
box leaned forward to catch her every 
word. She held a tiny handkerchief, 
with which she toyed while Defense 
Attorney Milton Smith questioned 
her. 

Occasionally, she lifted a long, ema- 
iated hand to her chin and rubbed 
it reflectively as she considered her 
replies. 

Dr. Wynekoop’s breakdown gave the 
courtroom one of the thrills for which 
it had come. 

Recovering her composure, she told 
of the sleepless hours, the question- 
ing by the police and the culmination 
in her admission that she fired the 
shot after the girl had succumbed to 
an overdose of chloroform.

That admission, she said, was made 
on the assurance of the police that 
heg son, Earle, who was also being 
held, would be released. 

Dr. Wynekoop testified that Police 
Captain John Stege had said, in urg- 
ing that she make such a statement, 
that “it would not even call for an 
indictment,” ‘that it involved no 
crime.

PARIS, March 2. — () — A 
Franco-German air pool for a five- 
day South American mail service 
was signed today by Air France and 
Lufthansa, subject to approval by 
the two governments.

Favored by New King of Manchukuo

HSINKING (CHANGCHUN), 
Manchukuo, March 2.—Shark’s fins, 
octopus tentacles and lily roots may 
be all right for the averagé Manchu, 
but give Emperor Kang Teh ham and 
eggs any day. 

Big banquets and rare native foods 
irk the youtbful ruler who mounted 
the throne of the new Manchurian 
empire yesterday, amid _ traditional 
pomp and colorful ceremonies. 

There is nothing he likes better 
than to sit down to a meal of such 
good old American delicacies as flap- 
jacks, baked beans and apple pie. 

Emperor Kang Teh is a great ad- 
mirer of King George and plans to 
follow British court procedure, but 
in his eating and recreation, and in 
much of his daily living, he leans to 
things American. 

The emperor’s day is a busy one, 
as he gets Manchukuo’s construction 
program under way. 

He arose at sunrise today to chant 
a prayer to Buddha. His breakfast 
was a light one, consisting of rice, 
pickles, sweet cakes and weak tea, 
prepared by trusted Manchu’ cooks 
under the ever-watchful eyes of mem- 
bers of his household. 

This is, more or less, a regular 
Manchukuoan morning meal. He doés 
not always follow eustom, however, 
and may, any morning, demand ham 
and eggs from his cooks who have 


served him for years. They are all / enthronement. 


used to his predilection for American 
foods.

FAILS IN DECATUR

man as city clerk to succeed Mrs. 
Mortie Stanley, who was retained in | 
the clerk’s office, was cited by the 
recall forces as one of the reasons for 
the campaign, 

The election was called after the 
recall forces obtained 957 signatures 
to a petition, which forced the 
commission to order the election. In 
order to succeed, the recall forces 
needed to obtain a majority of the 
votes, with that majority represent- 
ing at least 33 per cent of the reg- 
istered voters. 

The Decatur recall movement, seek- 
j to remove City Commissioners 
Rt. C. Henderson and George W. 
Woods from office, was defeated by 
a slight majority Friday as Decatur 
residents polled the heaviest vote in 
the city’s history. 

The total vote was 1,058 for,the 
recall of Henderson and 1,114 against, 
and 1,036 for Woods’ recall with 1,108 
to keep him in office. 

Two precincts, Oakhurst and Pop- 
lar Springs, returned a majority for 
the recall of both Henderson and 
Woods but the movement was defeat- 
ed by the vote polled at the city hall 
in the Decatur precinct. A total of 
2,194 ballots were cast. 

City hall voting was as follows: 
Henderson, for recall, 618, against, 
877: Woods, for, 605, against, 866. 
Decatur precinct is the largest in the 
city and its vote decided the election. 

At Oakhurst and Poplar Springs, 
the vote was clearly for recall. Oak- 
hurst showed 295 votes for the re- 
cgil of R. C. Henderson and 125 
against; 200 for the recall of George 
W. Woods and 126 against; Poplar 
Springs reported 145 votes for the 
recall of Henderson and 112 against; 
141 to recall Woods and 116 votes 
against his removal from office. 

There was a total of 3,015 persons 
eligible to vote. 

The election sought to remove from 
office two commissioners who, the re- 
call forces charged, attempted to in- 
stall a “spoils system” in the city 
government. 

The recall movement began when 
the commission, headed by the new 
mayor, J. C. Johnson, discharged W. 
H. Weaver, city engineer, and brought 
about several other drastic changes 
in the city government. Johnson suc- 
ceeded Scott Candler as mayor, but 
Candler remained a member of the 
commission. He and William Schley 
Howard were leaders in the recall 
movement. 

At the city hall 1.510 votes were 

led: at Oakhurst, 422, and at Pop- 
ar Springs, 262. Election officials 
said the vote was the heaviest ever re- 
corded in the city.

ARCHEOLOGISTS TELL 


OF GEORGI ONS 


MACON, Ga., March 2.—(?)—In a 
series of lectures and stereopticon 


slides presented by leaders in the 
study of mound builders of the south- 
east, tonight members of the Society 
for Georgia Archeology and their 
guests were told more about the In- 
dian tribes of the territory, their Jan- 
guages and their cultures and saw pic- 


tures of the excavations being made 
on the mounds of the Macon region. 

Dr. John R. Swanton, Smithsonian 
enthnologist, showed the influences 
that had to bear on the Indian peoples 
that occupied Georgia by telling the 
history of. the migrations of the great 
}tribes. With maps he outlined how 
Macon’s location on the fall line 
brought many tribes into the picture. 

He referred particularly to the in- 
fluences of the Muscogian peoples 
which was represented by many tribes 
such as the Choctaw, Chickasaw, Mo- 
bile, Hitchiti. He gave “Okechobee” 
as an example of a Hitchiti word, 
meaning “hig water,” that was still 
in use in this section. 
_Dr. M. W. Stirling, chief enthnolo- 
gist of the institution, spoke of the 
influence of Georgia and Florida 
tribes and added that the key to the 
sources of Florida tribes was to be 
found in Georgia. For that reason 
he placed great importance to the in- 
vestigations here. Archeologists now 
completely discount any likelihood of 
West Indian influences having been 
felt here.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt and congressional 
leaders moved today to prevent men 
of political “influence” from  prac- 
ticing before government departments 
on all monetary matters. 

The president told the authors of 
proposed anti-lobby legislation he 
wanted action at this session to curb 
the Washington activities of members 
of national parties and all others 
claiming influence with the govern- 
ment. 

Two applications for the proposed 
legislation were outlined at a White 
House conference. 

First, members of congress, mem- 
bers of national committees and 
others in any way related to the gov- 
ernment would be barred from prac- 
ticing before the departments on any 
monetary matters. 

Second, provision would be made 
for regulations by the departments to 
eliminate those people who make a 
livelihood on representations of influ- 
ence which the president regards as 
amounting to false pretense. 

The congressional proponents of the 
legislation left the White House for 
Capitol Hill to call a general meet- 
ing to find a composite bill that 
would pass at this session of con- 
gress. 

Those who attended the White 
House parley included Senators Van- 
denberg, republican ,Michigan; Byrnes, 
democrat, South Carolina; Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, and King, demo- 
erat, Utah, and Chairman Sumners, 
of the house judiciary committee.

| Text of Message 


WASHINGTON, March 2—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress on Philippine 
independence follows: 

To the Congress: 

Over a third of a centry ago the 
United States as a result of a war 
which had its origin in the Caribbean 
sea acqui sovereignty over the 
Philippine Islands, which lie many 
thousands of miles from our shores 
across the widest of oceans. 

Our nation covets no territory; it 
desires to hold no people over who.o 
it has gained sovereignty through 
war against their will 

In keeping with the principles of 
justice and fn keeping with our tra- 
ditions and aims, our government for 
many years has been committed by 
law to ultimate independence for the 
the Philippine Islands 
whenever they should establish a suit- 
able government capable of maintain- 
ing that independence. 

A law passed by the seventy-sec- 
ond congress over a year ago was the 
initial step, providing the methods, 
conditions atid circumstances under 
which our promise was to be ful- 
filled. That act provided that the 
United States would retain the op- 
tion of keeping certain military and 
naval bases in the islands after ac- 
tual independence had been accom- 
plished. 

Military Bases Dropped. 

As to the military bases, I rec- 
ommend that this provision be elim- 
inated from the law and that the 
bases be relinquished simultaneously 
with 
Philippine independence, 

As to the military bases, I recom- 
mended that this provision be elim- 
as to provide for the ultimate set- 
tlement of this matter on terms sat- 
isfactory to our own government and 
that of the Philippine Islands. 

I do not believe that other pro- 
visions of the original law need be 
changed at this time. Where imper- 
fections or inequalities exist, I am 
confident that they can be correct- 
ed after proper hearing and in fair- 
ness to both peoples. 

I emphasize that while we desire to 
grant complete independence at the 
earliest proper moment, to effect this 
result without allowing sufficient 
time for necessary political and eco- 
nomic adjustments would be a def- 
inite injustice to the people of the 
Philippine Islands themselves little 
short of a denial of 
itself. To change at this time, the 
economic provisions of the previous 
law would reflect discredit on our- 
selves,

Former Insurance Commis- 
sioner Claims Double-Cross 
in Bond ‘Theft.’ 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 2.— 
P)—Power interests and suspicions 
of political double-dealing were woven 
again today into J, I. Reece’s denial 
of wrong-doing as he continued under 
cross-examination at his grand larceny 
trial. 

The former insurance commissioner 
said J. J. Lynch and Blan Maxwell, 
Chattanooga and Memphis lawyers, re- 
spectively, had assured him “power 
interests” were going to donate $100,- 
000 in bonds to take care of deficits 
in Governor Hill MeAlister’s 1932 
election campaign, and that Maxwell 
advised that securities deposited with 
the insurance department by the Fi- 
delity Investment Association had been 
made available for that purpose. 


Reece is accused of stealing $100,- | 


000 of bonds that the Fidelity had 
up with the Blue Sky division. He 
has told of handling $90,000 of se- 
curities, which he claimed were deliv- 
ered to him by Insurance Commission- 
er J. S. Tobin under an agreement 
that Reece was to use $22,000 of the 
proceeds to cover a political deficit 
in his accounts. 

The defendant testified he was told 
by Maxwell that power companies had 
acquired ownership of the Fidelity 
bonds “and had made them available 


for this donation,” the plan being to). 


make it appear these had been pur- 
chased by another company which 
would deposit securities in exchange. 
Part of the proceeds from sale of the 
$900,000 of bonds, Reece has related 
previously, was to be used to pay for

Commander Oliver Locker-Lamp- 
son, the witness, brought to a star- 
tling finish the four days of testimony 
in the $2,000,000 libel suit instituted 
by Princess Irene Youssoupoff against 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayeg Pictures, 
Ltd., producers of “Rasputin and the 
Empress” in which the plaintiff 


‘claims she was defamed. 


If thrill-seeking society members 
and others believed their shudders 
were over with the finish of accounts 
of how the sinister monk was poison- 
ed, beaten, and shot in the cellar of 
the St. Petersburg imperial palace. 
they were mistaken, for Locker- 
Lampson’s story sent electric waves 
through the packed courtroom. 

The commander, a member of par- 
liament for 25 years and the holder 
of a distinguished war record, declar- 
ed he was partly responsible for re- 
cruiting an armored car force which 
went to Russia during the World 
War. ! 

“T got back to Petrograd when the 
revolution broke out,” he testified.

The request by President Roose- 
velt that congress guarantee the 
principal as well as the interest of 
the bonds of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, and that its ac- 
tivities be broadened to include 
loans to owners for repairs and 
the construction of new homes, has 
been expected, because it has been 
apparent for some time that these 
steps were necessary if this branch 
of the recovery program is to ren- 
der the maximum service. possible. 

Congress in first guaranteeing 
the interest of the bonds should 
have also guaranteed the principal, 
and its failure to do so has materi- 
ally handicapped the work of the 
corporation in extending relief to 
the distressed home owners of the 
country. 

The corporation is organized and 
is functioning on a sound business 
basis, and, if efficiently managed, 
its bonds will be as good as any 
other government security. If not 
efficiently managed, the corpora- 
tion should not exist. 

Under the provisions of its char- 
ter, the security behind the loans 
grows in value as the loans are 
amortized. Each payment made by 
the home owner reduces the size 
of his indebtedness to the govern- 
ment, but the reduced loan is still 
protected by the full value of his 
home. 

With such protection of the gov- 
ernment’s investment, and of the 
mortgage holders who accept the 
bonds in exchange for the mort- 
gages they hold, there can be no 
probable loss to the federal treas- 
ury through the guaranteeing of 
the bonds. 

The failure of the government to 
guarantee the principal as well as 
the interest of the bonds was in it- 
self a cause for suspicion that the 
bonds are not worth their face 
value. ’ 

Guaranteed both as to principal 
and interest, many of the mortgage 
holders who have heretofore re- 
fused to accept the bonds will take 
them, and the corporation will be 
enabled to greatly expand its re- 
lief activities. 

The suggestion of the president 
that the corporation be authorized 
to make loans for repairs and for 
the construction of new homes will 
greatly enhance the value of the 
organization as a unit of the busi- 
ness recovery program as a result 
of the effect on the building trades 
industry.

When we look at the last war, 
we see, however, that newspapers had 
very little to do with the events that 


led. up to it. . 

Take the British people. They were 
suddenly told that the country was at 
war with Germany. They had, it is 
true, been given to understand for 
years that a war with Germany was 
inevitable in the end. But this seem- 
ed so remote to them, so unreal, that 
when the blow finally fell, they were 
taken completely by surprise. They 
stood before an accomplished fact, 
they had no say in the unchaining of 
the titanic events that followed and 
in the end they had no say in the 
settlement of the peace treaties. 

Nobody wants war at the present 
moment. Not even the most brazen 
sabre-rattler. Everybody knows that 
in a new war such instruments of 
destruction will be used that human 
life will count as nothing. We know 
all these things. And yet, it doesn’t 
reguire any prophetic vision to see 
that the world is heading for war at 
a furious tempo. Public opinion is 
against war. The newspapers are 
against it. I am sure the rulers of 
the nations are against it. And yet 
it is coming nearer. Is war then an 
inevitable calamity? An act of God 
that cannot be avoided? Or is there 
some other power driving us in that 
direction against our will, some force 
which the secretary of war did not 
mention? It would seem that way. 

It would seem that in nine cases 
out of ten war is determined by a 
question of markets. And the very 
fact that there are no markets left in 
this world, or rather that all existing 
markets are saturated or nearly so, 
brings war nearer. Some nations are 
driven in the. direction of war, not 
to seek revenge, or to impose their 
superior civilization upon others 
(that’s the ideological pretext for 
war), but because their own economic 
situation is so bad that only a seizure 
of someone else’s markets can save 
them from collapse.

WASHINGTON, March ot AE) 
Here is the text of President Roose- 
velt's tariff message to congress 

To the congress: 

I am requesting the congress to 
authorize the executive to enter into 

executive -commercial agreements 
with foreign nations; and in pur- 
suance thereof. within carefully 
guarded limits to medify existing 
duties and import restrictions in 
such a way as will benefit Ameri- 
can agriculture and industry. 

This action seems opportune and 
necessary at this time for several 
reasons: 

First, world trade has declined 
with startli rapidity. Measured 
in terms of the volume of goods in 
1933, it has been reduced to  ap- 
proximately 70 per cent of its 1929} 
volume; measured in terms of dol- 
lars, it has fallen to 35° per cent. 
The drop in the foreign trade of the ° 
United States has been even sharp- 
er. Our exports in 1983 were but 
52 per cent of the 1929 volume, and 
32 per cent of the 1929 value. 

Idle Hands. 

This has meant idle hands, still 
machines, ships tied to their docks, 
despairing farm households, and hun- 
gry industrial families. It has male 
infinitely more difficult the planning 
for economic readjustment in which 
the government is now engaged. 

You and ] know that the world 
does not stand still; that trade 
movements and relations once inter- 
rupted can with the utmost difficul- 
ty be restored; that even in tranquil 
and prosperous times there is a con- 
stant shifting of trade channels. 

How much greater, .how much 
more violent is the shifting in these 
times of change and of stress is clear 
from the record of current history. 
Every nation must at all times be in 
a position quickly to adjust its taxes 
and tariffs to,meect sudden changes 
and avoid severe fluctuations in both 
its exports and its imports. 

You and IL know, too, that it is 
important that the country possess 
within its borders a necessary di- 
versity and balance to maintain a 
rounded national life, that it must 
sustain activities vital to national 
defense and that such interests can 
‘not be sacrificed for passing advan- 
tage. Equally clear is the fact that 
a full and permanent domestic re- 
covery depends in part upon a re- 
vived and strengthened international 
trade and that American exports can 
not be permanently increased with- 
out a corresponding increase in im- 


ports. 
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Trade Be Lost By U. S. 


Sceond, other governments are to 
an ever-increasing extent winning 
their share of international trade by 
negotiated reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. If American agricultural 
and industrial interests are to retain 
their deserved place in this trade, the 
American government must be in a 
position to bargain for that place 
with other governments by rapid and 
decisive negotiation based upon a 
earefully considered program, and to 
grant with discernment correspond- 
ing opportunities in the American 
market for foreign products supple- 
mentary to our own. 

If the American government is not 
in a position to make fair offers for 
fair opportunities, its trade will be 
superseded. If it is not in a position 
at a given moment rapidly to alter 
the terms on: which it is willing to 
deal with. other countries, it cannot 
adequately protect its trade against 
discriminations nd against bargains 
injurious to its interests. Further- 
more a promise to which prompt ef- 


fect can not be given is not an‘ in- 
ducement which can pass current at 
par in commercial negotiations. 

For this reasom any smaller degree 
of authority in the hands of the exec- 
utive ‘would be’ ineffective. 
executivé branches of virtually. all 
other important trading countries 
already possess some such power. 

No Quick Results. 

I. would emphasize that quick re- 
sults are not to be expected. The suc- 
cessful building up of trade with- 
out injury, to American producers*de- 
pends upon a cautious and gradual 
evolution of plans. . 

The disposition of other countries 
to grant an improved place to Amer-. 
ican products should be carefully 
sounded and considered ; upon the at- 
titude of each must somewhat de- 
pend our future course of action. 
With countries which are unwilling 
to abandon: purely restrictive nation- 
al. programs, or to make concessions 
towards the reestablishment of inter- 
national trade, no headway will be 
possible. 

The exercise of the authority 
which I propose must be carefully 
weighed in the light of the latest 
information so as to give assurance 
that no sound and important Amer- 
ican interest will be injuriously dis- 
turbed. The adjustment of our for- 
eign trade relations must rest on the 
premise of undertaking to benefit and 
not to injure such interests. In a 
time of difficulty and unemployment 
such as this, the highest considera- 
tion of the position of the different 
branches of American production is 
required. 

From the policy of reciprocal ne- 
gotiation which is in prospect, 
hope in time that definite gains 
will result. to American agriculture 
and industry. 

Aid for Farms. 


Important branches of our agricul- 
ture, such as eotton, tobacco, hog 
products, rice,.cereal and fruit rais- 
ing, and those branches of American 
industry whose mass _ production 
methods have led the world, will find 
expanded opportunities and produc- 
tive capacity in foreign markets, 
and will thereby be spared in part, 
at least, the heartbreaking readjust- 
ments that must be necessary if the 
shrinkage of American foreign com- 
merce remains permanent. 

A resumption of international 
trade cannot but improve the general 
situation .of other countries. and thus 
increase their purehasing power. Let 
us well remember that this in turn 
spells increased opportunity for. 
Ameriean sales. 

Legislation such as this is an es- 
sential step in the program of na- 
tional economic ae which the 
congress has elaborated during the 
past year. It is part of an emer- 
gency program necessitated by the 
economic crisis through which we 
are passing. It should provide that . 
the trade agreements shall be term- 
inable within a period not to exceed 
three years; a shorter period prob- 
ably would not suffice for putting the 
program into effect. In its execu- 
tion, the executive must, of course, 
pay due heed to the requirements of 
other branches of our recovery pro-- 
gram, such as the national industrial 
recovery act. 3 | 

I hope for early action. The many 
immediate situations in the field of 
international trade.that today await 
our attention can thus be met effec- 
tively and with the least possible 


delay.

along on his history-making trail. , 

I venture none of us had any idea 
what busy days.were in prospect, 
even when he told the nation on in- 
auguration day there was going to be! 
“action.” 

Same Smile. 

At the end of the first year the 
same smile wreathes the presidential 
face and perhaps even more confidence 
pervades his conduct. 

From the start, Franklin D. Roose- 
vent has given the impression of a man 
absolutely at home in the presidency. 

If there has been any change, he is 
eveh more informal than ever. He 
has looked tired at times during the 
momentous days of this busy year, 
but his good health today and his 
high spirits are the talk of those 
who come in close contact with him. 

Mr. Roosevelt mixes work and fun. 
A few minutes after quitting his desk 
he can be heard laughing and frolick- 
ing in the near-by swimming pool in a 
“ducking” contest with Gus Genner- 
ich, his bodyguard. 

He is a great “kidder” and his sec- 
retaries, ‘Louis Howe, Marvin H. Me- 
Intyre, “Steve” Early and Miss Mar-

‘We Georgia’s Fields and Streams

An engineer had dinner with me 
last night, and we became involved 
in a real old-fashioned discussion of 
the significance of specializations in 
the phylogenetic history of a race of 
animals. He contended that if the 
venom of snakes was developed as a 
means of protection and the necessity 
for such protection had p ages 
ago, there was no reason that he could 
see why some snakes should not be 
equipped with fangs and poison glands, 
but no venom. ‘The reason given for 
having poison glands but no ison 
is not clear yet, but we didn’t bother 
about such trifles last night.

think it is homologous with the max- 
illary glands of the human. 

The reason I advanced in refutation 
of this hypothetical serpent was that 
specializations develop, and‘continue to 
develop in one direction. That is, 
there is no evolutionary back track 
for the loss of any specialization once 
started. The only road open to the 
race is adaptation to an environment 
where the extreme development of the 
specialization will work to advantage, 


or extinction. And if the fossil beds 
of our western wastelands are any in- 
dex to the fate of most specializations, 
the destination most often reached is 
extinction. It is the ultimate fate of 
any race, of course, even the human 
one.

There is a 
snake that simply oozes personality 
and crowds flock to the cases of bush- 
masters wherever they can be seen.

HTLER TO SUBSIDE 
BERLIN CHILOBEARING 


BERLIN, March 2.—(4)}—To fos- 
ter “racial consciousness” in Berlin a 
plan was announced tonight whereby 
“honor godfather protection” will 
given 2,000 babies born nine months 
after Chancellor Hitler’s next birth- 
day on April 20. 

Dr. Walter Klein, chief of the city 

health department, propounded the 
measure as a move to “repopulate the 
capital with a racial nobility” and to 
increase its rapidly declining birth- 
rate. 
His scheme provides for financial 
support for large families, regardless 
of whether they are rich or poor. But 
quality, and not quantity, is to be a 
determining factor. 

The godchildren are to be selected 
according to racial lines. “Racial de- 
fectives” will not be considered for 
the honors. 

The city will grant these godchil- 
dren—which. in every case must 
the third legitimate issue—a monthly 
bonus of 30 marks (nearly*$12 at 
current exchange rates) during their 
first year and 20 marks each month 
in the following three years. 

“Our godchildren will be under the 
special protection of the city of Ber- 
lin,” said Dr. Klein. He explained 
that the children, when grown up, 
will receive preferential treatment in 
the filling of administrative jobs. 

Chancellor Hitler has agreed tp the 
plan. Mothers expecting their third 
child can apply at the health depart- 
ment for a designation as “a god- 
father’s family of honor’’—but, it was 
emphasized, only Germans “racially 
pure and sound” can hope to get the 
honors and money.

RAIL RATE REDUCTION 
OPPOSED BY SOUTH 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(>}— 
W. N. McGehee, Southern railway 
counsel representing several railroads 
in a freight hearing before the inter- 
state commerce commission, told the 
commission today reduction of rates 
asked by southern states would result 
probably in receivership for all of the 
railroads in the south. 

The hearing was on a report of an 
I. C. C. examiner, on a suit brought 
by Kentucky against the Ahnapee 
railroad and others seeking reduction 
of freight rates in southern territory, 
to the level of rates in the so-called 
“official territory” north of the Ohio 
river. | 

The states claimed that rates in the 
southern classification were nearly 40 
per cent higher than in official ter- 
ritory. 

The examiner recommended that 
southern territory rates be reduced 15 
to 20 per cent, and all parties in the 
suit filed exceptions, the carriers pro- 
testing any reduction, and the states 
including Kentucky, North Carolina 
and Virginia, asking greater reduc- 
tions. 

“As to the examiner’s report, we 
have no fault to find with the state- 
ment of facts, but we think his con- 
clusions are wrong,” McGehee said.

MRS. PINCHOT HIT 
~ BY GRIEF OF NRA 


“Diatribe,” Says Johnson 
of Woman’s Attack on 
Labor Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, March 2,.—(#)—AA 
“diatribe and- exaggeration” was Hugh 
S. Johnson’s tart reply today to Mrs. 
Gifford Pinchot’s sizzling verbal as- 
sault on NRA in a speech by the ad- 
ministrator from the same platform 
where the red-haired wife of the Penn- 
sylvania governor launched her criti- 
cism last Wednesday. 

Concluding the sessions for open 
criticism of the unit he heads, John- 
son thanked those who appeared in 
response to his appeal to tell him 
what was wrong with the recovery 
erganization. 

He referred particularly to Mrs. 
Pinchot’s assertion that NRA’s en- 
forcement of its labor program was a 
“grisly farce” and her reference to 
the Weirton case. 

“T am sorry,” he said, “I could not 
be in five places at once and espe- 
cially that I could not have welcomed 
Mrs. Pinchot and discussed some of 
her statements with her—especiall¥ 
about certain labor cases in Penn- 
sylvania. Apparently. Mrs. Pinchot 
does not know thaf these are not in 
_ eo or control of NRA 
at all.” 

Mrs. Pinchot said defiance of the 
labor provisions in NRA codes by 
Ernest T. Weir, head of the National 
Steel Company, and similar instances 
were encouraging the “lesser fry to 
chisel and cheat at will.” 

She also charged she had been pre- 
vented from speaking about NRA in 
several Pennsylvania towns. 

Johnson said the Weirton case and 


others like it “are the province of 


the national labor board which is 
wholly independent of NRA.” 

Since Mrs. Pinchot’s charges, the 
labor board has referred the Weirton 
case to the department of justice for 
action on complaints that the steel 
concern refused to allow its employes 
to join unions of Pheir own choosing. 

“When she (Mrs. Pinchot) held us 
responsible for Pennsylvania towns 
where labor meetings could not be 
held,’ Johnson said, “I should have 
liked to ask her who was governor 
of that state.” 

The administrator said the useful 
criticism received at the sessions this 
week did not exceed the 12-point pro- 

ram he had proposed for NRA te- 
form but that a “wealth of detail and 
information” had been received which 
should prove useful. 

“We have been deluged with the 
suggestion that having had a field 
day for critics,’ Johnson said, “we 
ought. now to have a field day for 
supporters coupled with the assertion 
that we would deluge the town. That 
suggestion overlooks our purpose in 
handling these meetings. This is not 
a popularity contest. It is an effort 
to correct errors.”

Economic International- 
ism Seen in Favor 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Inter- 
nationalism, economic rather than po- 
litical, has come into favor with the 


Roosevelt administration after sev- 
eral months of nationalism. 

The change of policy has been dic- 
tated primarily by a desire to find 
an outlet for America’s surplus of 
farm products. But it also is timed 
to coincide with the largest gathering 
of business men that has assembled 
here in connection-.with the NRA 
since it was established. 

For business and industrial leaders 
have been saying for months that 
they would be glad to increase wages 
and give employment to more labor 
if they could get an increasing vol- 
ume of transactions. The recent en- 
largement of domestic purchasing pow- 
er has been encouraging, but it is 
not enough to absorb even a small 
fraction of the surpluses. Curtailed 
production is not sufficient either in 
agriculture or in industry to take 
care of the employment situation or 
the price level. — 


What the American government is 
embarking upon now, therefore, is 
a plan to recover foreign trade. It 
was up to $9,000,000,000 in 1929 and 
dropped down to less than $2,000,- 
000,000. This includes both exports 
and imports. 

But the development of foreign 
trade cannot be accomplished in the 
present state of world currency ‘trou- 
bles and tariff restrictions unless 
there is a consolidation of export and 
import business under government 
financing. Hence an export bank has 
been set up under George Peek, and 
President Roosevelt has asked con- 
gress for power to negotiate recipro- 
cal tariffs. 

What we are coming to is a far- 
reaching system of international bar- 
ter, with governments doing the trad- 
ing on behalf of groups of their na- 
tionals instead of direct selling and 
buying by individals. It will re- 
semble the allied purchasing commis- 
sions which operated in this country 
during the World War. European 
countries are getting ready to do the 
same thing in their relations with the 
United States. The systems of barter 
and exchange are in large part the 
inevitable consequence of failure to 
stabilize the pound or, the france in 
terms of the dollar. If any commit- 
ments are to be made in _ foreign 
transactions, governments will have to 
take the risks of fluctuations in in- 
ternational exchange.

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Operators Defend Meth=

_ WASHINGTON, March 2.—(/)— 
New York stock exchange “special- 
ists” today objected emphaticatly to 
provisions of the pending securities 
market control bill which would re- 
quire them to abandon the practice of 
trading on their own account and told 


the, senate banking committee such a 


restriction would rob the market of its 
liquidity. 

One of them, Paul Adler, under the 
questioning of Ferdinand Pecora, com- 
mittee counsel, conceded that his per- 
sonal trading netted a profit “three 
days out of five,” and partially agreed 
the function of the specialist in “mak- 
ing a narrow market” resulted in 
making it more attractive for the 
speculator and investor. 

The specialist is a member of the 
stock exchange who handles all orders 
for sales and purchases of a particu- 
lar stock and keeps: a book of stop 
loss and buy orders of specified price. 
Pecora’s contention has been that the 
possession of this information gives 
him an unfair advantage over the out- 
side trader and small speculator. 


Adler and Raymond Sprague, also 
a specialist, explained their function 
is to “make a market” when bids for 
a stock and offers for sale are so far 
apart in price that the seller and buy- 
er cannot get together. In such an 
instance the specialist buys for his 
own account, if he chooses to do so 
at a price slightly below that of the 
lowest sales order or sells at a price 
ay above the highest selling or- 


er. 

This, they contended, made for li- 
quidity by narrowing the range be- 
tween bid and offer and had become 
the investor’s assurance in buying a 
stock, that when he wanted to sell it 
he would be able to find a purchaser.

MIAMI, Fla., March 2.—(#)—In 
the wake of the biggest financial flop 
since heavyweight championship box- 
ing was a fugitive sport, ponderous 
Primo Carnera decided definitely to- 
day to mdke a fistic tour of South 
American capitals in an attempt to 
shake off the jinx that has kept him 
in bankruptey since he won the title 
{rom Jack Sharkey. 

Despite the fact some progress was 
made here toward reconciling the con- 
flicting interests seeking to match the 
huge Italian in a title bout this June 
in New York with Max Baer, Car- 
nera’s manager, Louis Soresi, flatly 
declared negotiations for the Baer 
match would be dropped in favor of 
offers for matches in Buenos Aires, 
Montevideo, Rio de Janeiro and possi- 
bly Lima, Peru. 

‘“‘We are tired of collecting chicken 
feed and then being given the run- 
around on the one match—with Baer 
—that will mean real money.” de- 
clared Soresi. ‘“Carnera is through 
dallying with Baer, who goes around 
talking as though he and not Primo 
is the champion. We will leave the 
end of March for Buenos Aires and 
hope to get a match there with Vic- 
torio Campollo. If the Madison Square 
Garden promoters—who have’ shown 
so far they do not know how to pro- 


mote—can sign Baer, we will be will- 


ing, if necessary, to fly back to the 
United States.” 
GROSS $44,598. 


Gross receipts today were revealed 
as only $44,598.70 for last night's 
15-round championship bout in the 
Madison Square Garden Stadium, 
where, between showers, Carnera bull- 
ed his way to a decisive victory on 
points but yielded prestige, popularity 
and glory to gallant little Tommy 
Loughran, who made an amazingly 
courageous stand against insurmount- 
able physical odds and never once was 
knocked from his feet by his 270- 
pound opponent. 

There were only 8,624 actual cash 
customers in an aggregate crowd of 
probably 12,000. The net receipts, 
after deduction of the federal tax, 
totaled $39,361.60, a figure that marks 
the lowest ebb in heavyweight boxing 
since John L. Sullivan roared defi- 
ance through the land and prize- 
fighting was conducted by outlaw 
methods. 

Carnera’s financial situation hard- 
ly was much improved by his share, 
3¢ 1-2 per cent or about $15,000. 
The champion is already in bank- 
ruptcy and slated to appear in court 
in New York March 12 in a further 
attempt to untangle his affairs.

NEW HOMELOAN BILL. 
WILL AD DEFAULTER 


Measure Is Introduced by 
Chairman Fletcher of the 
Banking Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(#)— 
The administration pill guaranteeing 
the $2,000,000,000 home mortgage re- 
financing bonds would permit loans to 
home owners who defaulted after the 
home owners’ loan act took effect 
last June, if the borrower could show 
the default was due to conditions be- 
yond his control. : 

The bill, introduced by Chairman 
Fletcher of the senate banking com- 
mittee, yesterday, after President 
Roosevelt had urged the legislation in 
a special message, has this to say 
on the loan provision : 

‘The loans made or refunded by the 
corporation shall be confined to ap- 
plicants whose indebtedness against 
their homes was in default prior to the 
date of the home owners’ loan act of 
1933 took effect. 

“Provided, that relief 
tended to app hose defaults 
occurred since that act took effect if 
specifically shown to be due to un- 
employment or economic conditions or 
misfortune beyond the control of the 


pplicant. 

“Provided further, that home mort- 
gages and other obligations and liens 
against homes held by institutions in 
liquidation may be refunded whether 
in default or not.”

Generally speaking, it is not good 
policy to “‘rescue” your partner when 
he has made a penalty double, even 
of a low ¢ontract, following an open- 
ing bid by you. The most profitable

penalties at the bridge table are those 
which follow low vulnerable _ over- 


calls, so unless an opening bidder 
finds in his own hand compelling ar- 
guments against permitting a penalty 
double to stand, he should accept his 
partner's judgment. On the contrary, 
however, when a player has opened 
the bidding on a hand that contains 
two long suits, he is taking a grave 
risk to permit a partner's penalty 
double of one to stand.

ATHENS, Ga., March 2.—(?)— 
Important modifications must be made 
in the federal securities act if grave 
financial abuses are to be corrected 


and legitimate industry is free to en- 
ter the money market again, Lloyd B. 
Raisty, a member of the faculty of 
the University of Georgia School of 
Commerce, told the economics semi- 
nar today. 

Professor Raisty said that the act 
was of a reconstructive nature and 
that its preventive aspects were sec- 
ondary. In his opinion the securities 
act will not break down speculative 
excitement, nor would it have pre- 
vented the weird financing and specu- 
lation of pre-depression’ days. 

Intelligent use of the facts dis- 
closed under the act, he said, is doubt- 
ful, although it shoyld prevent the 
more malodorous financing of the past 
by its full publicity clause. 

The Georgia professor said business- 
men as a class regard the act as re- 

ressive in so far as new financing 
is concerned. He added that the se- 
curities act if a factor in deterring 
corporate financing. ;

Prices of Naval Stores Advance 
Alter Signing of Market Pact 


VALDOSTA, Ga., March 2.—(AP) 
—Prices of turpentine and the lower 
grades of rosin have zoomed upwazd 
during the past three weeks as a re- 
sult of heavy increases in exports and 
the signing of the naval stores agree- 
ment by the secretary of agriculture. 

The fact that the naval stores in- 
dustry will go under the supervision 
of a control committee on April 2, to 
stabilize the market,.is given as one 
of the main reasons why the price of 
nayal stores has gone up since Feb- 
ruary 1. 

Indicative of the large increase in 
the export trade is the fact that 
stocks on hand at the three big ship- 
ping ports, Savannah, Jacksonville 
and Pensacola, have been lower than 
at any other period during the past 
several years. Total stocks on hand 
at these ports February 21 amounted 
to 158,004 barrels of rosin and 59,674 


barrels of turpentine. The figures for 


the same date of 1933 were 272,050 
barrels of rosin and 76,955 barrels of 
turpentine. 
erators said that the stocks on 

Sond on this date this year showed a 
marked decrease despite an increase 
in production over last year. This, 
they say, is a sure sign of much great- 
er consumption, both foreign and do- 
mestic. 

Turpentine brought 61 cents per 
allon February , an increase of 
50.5 cents over the price paid for it 
on the corresponding date of 1933 and 
an increase of 23.25 cents over that 
paid on the same date in 1932. 

Following the announcement that 
the secretary of agriculture would 
sign the naval stores marketing agree- 
ment, the price of turpentine and 
rosin began a steady climb, the peak 
rice thus far this season being paid 
ast Friday when turpentine brought 
61 cents per gallon,

This was disclosed in‘a record of 
conversations: between William Phil- 
lips, the undersecretary, and Sir Ron- 
ald Lindsay, the British ambassador. 

The United States, Phillips told the 
ambassador, is in sympathy. ‘with the 
principles of ,the British suggestions, 
and .hopes ‘that a successful resump- 
tion of the gefieral disarmament dis- 
cussions may be brought about by the 
British proposals. 


SERIOUS ARMS CRISIS 
IS SEEN BY LONDON 

LONDON, March 2.—The opinion 
that Europe is face to face with the 
most serious disarmament crisis since 
Germany pulled up her stakés and 
left Geneva last October wag, express- 
ed tonight in an authoritaffve Brit- 
ish quarter. 

The indication of the American 
state department that the United 
States was in complete accord with 
the British government’s views on dis- 
arament gave only a glimmer of hope 
in the situation, for London has 
known for some time that Washing- 
ton supported the British arms pro- 
posals, 

No such encouragement; however, 
was evident on thé European conti- 
nent as a result of Captain Anthony 
Eden's recent tour of the capitals. 

The lord privy seal and arms ex- 
perts returned home without tangible 
results and his critics labeled the 
trip a “talkie tour.” 

Contrary to reports, published 
abroad, that the United States had 
taken a new initiative in disarma- 
ment negotiations, American Ambas- 
sador-at-Large Norman H. Davis told 
the Associated Press that “the United 
States is not offering any new plan 
as far as I know.” 3 

Mr. Davis, who is in London en 
route to Stockholm, interpreted the 
American policy as one of waiting 
for European governments to eettle 
their political differences and resume 
arms discussions. 

Although a report that France is 
demanding great Britain’s support in 
guaranteeing that Germany will not 
rearm past a “moderate” limit has 
reached Downing Street, officials de- 
clined to pre-suppose what Britain's 
reaction will be. 

The British proposal that France 
must disarm has brought strong criti- 
cism of the MacDonald government’s 
scheme from Paris quarters. 

In Italy the official view was said 
to be held that a limitation on further 
increases in arms is the only feasible 
process. 

While the British plan was accept- 
ed as a basis for negotiations by Ger- 
many, its prospects are viewed skep- 
tically in that country, according to 
British information from Berlin. 

The British scheme recognized Ger- 
many’s demands, proposed consulta- 
tion among the powers if a signatory 
nation violates the projected treaty 
by manufacturing forbidden arma- 
ments, and suggested a compromise of 
between 200.000 and 300,000 as the 
size of the German_army.

|New Shake-Up in Cabinet 


Predicted as Strikers 
Grow Violent. 


HAVANA, March 2. — (») — 
Shooting again reverberated through- 
out Havana tonight. 

As strikers staged demonstrations, 
Juan Antiga, secretary of labor and 
the. sole leftist cabinet member, re- 
signed his post because he disagreed 
with President Carlos Mendieta’s al- 
leged repressive attitude toward labor. 


A crowd of about 100 striking cigar 
makers attacked and disarmed a_sol- 
dier guarding the Upmann Cigar 
company. They battered down doors 
and virtually wrecked the place which 
had been closed for some time, due to 
labor difficulties. 

Many shots were fired, and one 
demonstrator, Rafael Placencia, a 
Spaniard, was wounded. Firemen ex- 
tinguished fires set by the strikers. 
The demonstrators fled with the ar- 
rival of potice.’, 
_It was reported tonight that An- 
tiga’s resignation may cause a com- 
ory shake-up in the cabinet which 

ad been expected for some time. 

Rodolf M. Penate probably will 
succeed Antiga as labor minister. 
Penate was summoned to the palace 
tonight. 

Dr. Felix Granados may resign the 
post of minister of the interior, re- 
ing The two 
ministries have been joined since the 
regime of former President Ramon 
Grau San Martin. 

The labor trouble in Havana co- 
incided with serious situations in 
Camaguey, where 60,000 workers 
threaten a general strike early Satur- 
day, and at Daiquiri in Qriente prov- 
ince, where there is grave trouble at 
the mines. 


Root Is Opposed 
To Child Labor Law 


NEW. YORK, March 2.—(>)— 
Elihu Root, former secretary of state, 
issued a statement today declaring 
himself “strongly against” the pro- 
posed child labor amendment to the 
constitution. 

Root, basing his opposition on the 
grounds that the law is a violation 
of the principle of local self-govern- 
ment, said it would give congress the 
power to direct the people of any 
state in the way they should bring 
up their children. 

“Nothing can be conceived more es- 
sentially belonging under the right of 
local self-government than the right 
to regulate family relations,” he 
wrote. “Such a change in our funda- 
mental law cannot be adopted “with- 
out a repudiation of the principle of 
local self-government upon which our 
system rests.”
